About Dr. Booth 

Dr. John Nicholls Booth, world traveller-lecturer-photographer and former 
newspaper correspondent, has lived the thrilling life of which most people 
dream. As a traveller he is one of the very few ever permitted to take an 
expedition over the Himalaya mountains into mysterious Tibet. He has lived 
for a week in legendary Timbuctoo, the African desert city that was for¬ 
bidden to all Whites for centuries. As a foreign correspondent for American 
newspapers, he flew behind Red lines in Manchuria, went on jungle patrols 
in Malaya with the British army, and covered one of Japan's worst earth¬ 
quakes. He is the author of six books, his latest being "Fabulous Destinations", 
a choice of the Travel Book Club. 

Knows Names 

Booth has interviewed prime ministers, presidents, princes and sultans 
of almost all the major countries of the Middle and Far East. He has been 
received by Tito, Nehru, Mossadegh, members of the Japanese Imperial 
family, and other notables. As guest of Dr. Albert Schweitzer, he lived 
for a week at that great man's African jungle hospital. 

Educated in the United States and Canada, the possessor of one honorary 
and two academic degrees from universities, Dr. Booth was described by 
the "Philadelphia Enquirer": "There is only one word to describe this modern 
Marco Polo, his travels and his books ■— Terrific!"

The Hagopian Story 

From his grade school days in Boston, high school in Los Angeles, 
through graduation and master's degree at the University ol California 
and his doctorate at Harvard University, Dr. Hagopian nourished a deep 
interest in the problems and destiny of the Middle East. A naturalized 
American citizen, he read prolifically and assiduously in Arab and Ottoman 
history and affairs. It was thus the ambition of many years to return to the 
Middle East for first-hand observations. The opportunity came to Dr. Hagopian 
in 1948 when he was invited to head the Political Science Department of 
the American University of Beirut, largest American educational institution 
abroad. "Beirut was no stranger to me", says Dr. Hagopian: "I journeyed 
through it at the age of nine. I was retrieved from the bottom of a well in 
Turkish Armenia a well dug especially by my parents to hide me if they 
perished."

Biography of Robert Friars 

Before he was twenty, Robert Friars had visited most all of the United 
States and Mexico. He had seen every province in Canada and had 
tramped to Alaska. It took Mr. Friars seven years to complete his studies 
at the University of Michigan where he did graduate work in history 
because he so often interrupted his school work with a trip to faraway 
places. In 1939 he took a hitch-hiking trip completely around the world on 
$82.00. His roommate had made a bet with him of $5.00 that he couldn't 
do it! 

Friars' Films 

Another year found Robert Friars walking through Central America to 
the Panama Canal. Lack of funds was never a deterrent. He walked, rode 
burros, and paddled down jungle streams in canoes to make the trip. Suc¬ 
ceeding years took him to South America and Cuba, Jamaica, Haiti, Puerto 
Rico and Trinidad to make a film on the Carribean where he scooped the 
travel film world by getting the first color pictures of a genuine voodoo 
ceremony. Another Friars achievement is a film on the state of Florida, 
one of the finest ever made on any American state, and an excellent film- 
tale on New York City. 

Mr. Friars appeared in Winnipeg and five western cities with his superb 
"England and Scotland" colorlogue during 1953. His most recent film is 
"Western Canada".

A Biographical Sketch of Herbert Knapp 

Herbert Knapp, a Californian, began his career as a producer of docu¬ 
mentary films in 1936, when a carefully planned trip around the world 
ended on the South Sea Island of Tahiti. Here was paradise for sure, he 
reasoned, and hundreds of thousands of lecture-goers who thrilled to the 
beauty and nostalgic charm of his "Polynesia" whole-heartedly agreed with 
him. This unprecedented success led to the filming of "Fiji". Next, at the 
request of the Government of Ecuador, he turned his attention to that tiny 
South American republic and produced "Latitude Zero." 


Knapp Goes South 

After 'Pearl Harbor', Mr. Knapp offered his services to the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment and was returned to South America to make several motion pictures 
of Peru for the Office of the Co-ordinator of Inter-American Affairs. After 
their completion he was selected to film the Walt Disney production "The

. . . About Kenneth Richter 

In the course of his film work Mr. Richter has covered forty-five countries, 
and his platform appearances bring a skilled observer's insight into the 
lives and surroundings of other human beings in far-off, fascinating lands. 

Background 

A native of Massachussetts, Kenneth Richter showed an active interest 
in astronomy and at the age of eleven he was constructing his own tele¬ 
scopes. These early ambitions in astronomy were fulfilled by his winning 
a scholarship to Harvard, and while a student there he followed his other 
natural bent, making adventure pictures and delivering accompanying 
lectures to pay the balance of his expenses. After college, Mr. Richter 
concentrated on camera work and made a start by going to South America 
as cameraman for the U.S. Government. He returned with his own film, 
“This is Ecuador" and lectured extensively with it. He next went to Hollywood 
and for five years worked with the major studio camera crews. He has

Mr. Richter's other color films deal with Africa in "Two Tickets to 
Timbuctoo", with Greece and Jugoslavia in "Storm Over Olympus", with 
"Iran", with Jordan, Syria and Jerusalem in "Holy Lands Today", and 
most recently, with "Italy". 

Highlights of Richter's “Germany" 

Kenneth Richter's "Germany" is an important 
documentary film. He has made a complete record, 
including scenes of East Berlin, taken with a con¬ 
cealed camera — a scoop. "Berlin is now really an 
island", says Mr. Richter; from that island he has 
photographed significant and contrasting scenes: 
luxury shops in the West Zone and refugees from 
the Soviet sector; the clearing of rubble of destruc¬ 
tion and rebuilding of houses, hospitals and radio 
stations. He shows us Treptow Park, the Russian monument, the Russian 
War Memorial, •— the battle for men's minds at America House. One 
priceless shot actually shows East Germans watching American films!

But Berlin is not the whole story. Mr. Richter's film gives a pictorial 
synopsis of Germany from her earliest beginnings to the present time: From 
the flat plains of the north to the industrial Ruhr and the historic castles on 
the Rhine — the Bavarian Alps and a trip on the fabulous Konigsee -— 
the famous palace of the mad King Ludwig and the site of Hitler's home at 
Berchtesgaden — the destruction during World War II — the Krupp Works 
at Essen — revealing shots of Dr. Adenauer, Ollenhauer, and the men who 
are making political history today.
